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42. (New) A screening method for a candidate antidiabetic substance, comprising the 
steps of: 

bringing a candidate diabetic substance into contact with a target protein represented by 
the following (a) or (b): 

(a) a protein consisting of the amino acid sequence represented by SEQ ID NO: 2; 

or 

(b) a protein consisting of an amino acid sequence derived from the amino acid 
sequence represented by SEQ ID NO: 2 (i) with the addition of one or plural ammo acids 
and/or (ii) with the deletion, substitution, or insertion of one to thirty amino acids, 
wherein the protein having the derived amino acid sequence has at least 90% homology 
with SEQ ID NO: 2; and 

screening for the presence or absence of an interaction between the candidate antidiabetic 
substance and the target protein represented by (a) or (b).
